Mr Ham had 
various arguments directed towards DeMarco not reading on the claimed invention. In conclusion, I advised him to ask 
his clients how the device worked, and why it was different than DeMarco's device, and to argue/amend down that 
route. On 20-Sept-2006, Mr. Ham called to ask if a proposed amendment would overcome the DeMarco art. Mr. Ham's 
ammendment consisted of moving the limitations drawn to figure 3a (the embodiment elected in the election 
requirement) into claim 1 , as well as limitations to the effect of "wherein the output of the amplifier is the same 
regardless of the input power." I told him that DeMarco PROBABLY could not read on that amendment. Mr. Ham was 
also advised that the amendment could raise enablement issues. Mr. Ham said he intended to file an RCE, and invited 
me to telephone him if I should have advice on patentibility.. 
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
